Nfld., March 26.—By mall 
to Battle Harbor and wireless to this 
city comes Intelligence of shocking 
conditions In Northern Labrador as a 
result of iofluenxa, ' smallpox aad 
measles. whldh swept the coast dtiHnf 
the Winter. Earlier In the season re¬ 
ports of deaths on the southern section 
of the coast showed that more than 
twenty-five per cent of the natives 
had died. 

“The first reports from the northern 
section reached here only yesterday. 
From Gross Water Bay to Naia the 
epidemic raged for four months, car¬ 
rying off approximately fifty per cent 
of the inhabitants In that area of the 
const.

It was purely a business proposition. The 
Foundation C-ompany was not attracted here by 
sentimental reasons. It was prompt to recognise 
that Victoria offered exceptional advantages for 
■ < 'thVcfinstriictibn'iir wooden ships, not onl? by rea¬ 
son of the great timber resourcca of the Island, but 
also from a climatic standpoint. Furthermore, the 
company was virtually then in posseiwion of a well- 
equipped plant wherein had been built a number 
of ships for the Hritish Government. 

The fact that the United States Government, 
owing to the exigencies of war^plaeed a ban on 
the construction of tonnage for foreign registry 
was not a compelling factor in bringing the eon- 
tract to Victoria. At that time the Foundation 
Company had under construction and nearing 
completion at its Tacoma aud Portland yards forty 
auxiliary schooners to the ordor of the French 
Government. 

In aqy case the undeniable fact remains that 
the landing of the French contract and fhe intro¬ 
duction of outaide capital had the effect of stabil¬ 
izing the shipbuilding industry’ here at a period 
when it appeared tq be on the verge of 
being muffed out. The French contract has un¬ 
doubtedly resulted in greatly increased prosperity 
to the community as a whole. 

It is the progressive industries that count in 
the course of time. Surveyed from an industrial 
aspect Victoria was never in a more prosperous 
condition than she is to-day. We have been given 
to understand, and the claim is barked up by defin¬ 
ite figures, that the French contract, directly 
and indirectly, supiwirts over thirty per cent, of 
the estimated population of the district. The pres¬ 
ent monthly payroll of the company ia in the im¬ 
mediate neighborhood of half a million dollars 
which provides the necessaries of life for over 
three thousand employees and their dependent#. 

When the Ogden Point assembling plant is run¬ 
ning st full blast the monthly payroll will be fur¬ 
ther increased by approximately $60,000. In ad¬ 
dition to this are the numerous allied indus¬ 
tries which benefit largely through the contract, to 
say nothing of the small army of loggers employed 
by the mills in getting out the ship timbers for 
shipbuilding purposes here. 

The good ships Strasbourg and Metz, appropri¬ 
ately christened to-day in commemoration of the 
restoration of Alsace and Lorraine to our brave 
French allies, are the first vessels to be built in 
Victoria for France. In design and workmanship 
they compare with the finest wooden vessels ever 
sent down a launch ways. And eighteen more of 
he same type will follow them.

He therefore 
urged Washington to issue a declaration of 
hand) off," which, he said, would have the full¬ 
est support of Britain. 

The correspondence between Canning, British 
Ambassador Addington in Washington and United 
States Ambassador Kush in London, ia exceed¬ 
ingly interesting and not a little significant, for it 
shows that President Monroe waa reluctant 
to adopt the course suggested to him for the very 
reason that many Americans are now opposing a 
League of Nations—fear of European entangle¬ 
ments. Finally, on October 9, 1823, Canning in a 
communication to the French Government openly 
declared that Great Britain would oppose any at¬ 
tempt of European powers to extend their sover¬ 
eignty on the American continent. President 
Monroe did not issue the similar declaration, now 
known as the "Monroe Doctrine," until seven 
weeks Inter.

I can fully appreciate the 
position of those farmers of the pra¬ 
iries who have suffered from poor 
cn>ps for the last two years, but, on 
the other hand, the principle is un¬ 
sound. and it would be difficult to Jus¬ 
tify any call on the Treasury under 
present conditions.” i 

Mr. Orerar added that Hertoort C. 
Hoover, had expressed the view that 
all surplus wheat production on this 
continent and other countries would be 
required if It is possible to secure 
stable Governments in Europe- 

- ~ Th, Condition*. ' 

Previous to the making of the fore¬ 
going important statement. Mr. (Yerar, 
In addressing the Committee, reviewed 
the circumstances which hrvd led up to 
the existing surplus nf wheat tn the 
world, more particularly as they affect 
Canada. 

He admitted that the whole situation j 
depends on developments in Korops. j 
If stable Governments are established ( 
la the countries requiring food mad the 
Oovernmsnts of these countries are 
able to provide the necessary credits 
to pay all the surplus wheat, including 
the present stocks on hand, and the 
next crop will be absorbed 

Would Alter Situation. 

On the other hand, should the virus 
of Bolshevism spread eastward In 
Europe. the position of affairs would 
be decidedly different. 

"The whole situation “ said the Min¬ 
uter. *ie such at the present time it is 
impossible to make any forecast as to 
what conditions will prevail even two 
or three months from now."

Ottawa March 17.—Hon. T. A. 
Crerar kflnlatcr of Agriculture, told 
the Agricultural Committee of the 
Commons to-day that it had been ar¬ 
ranged to appropriate 9l.004.M4 for 
the erection of an up-to-date cold 
storage plant on the waterfront at 
Montreal. There were 140 cold stor¬ 
age plants in the Dominion, but many 
were not up-to-date and they would be 
placed under Government inspection. 

The system would be complete from 
the form Co the markets of the world. 
That meant a good refrigerator ser¬ 
vice from the farm to the seaboard 
and good refrigerator service on ocean¬ 
going vessels. 

Before the war about forty of the 
Atlantic vessels were so equipped. He 
thought It possible to develop a chilled 
meat trade with Great Britain.

The first witness called was James

he knew the premises at 601 Lonsdale 
Avenue. The company bud delivered 
Roods there in September, 1917. 

The witness produced delivery sheets 
which showed that on September 34. 
1917, delivery had been made of five 
Jugs and a parcel from the Independent 
Liquor Company of Vancouver. The 
goods had been sefft from tbe liquor 
warehouse to the North Vancouver 
Cartaga Company's local barn and then 
taken to 601 Lonsdale Avenue. He 
had no personal knowledge of the mat¬ 
ter except from the delivery sheets. 
The company was working night snd 
day at the time delivering Jugs. 
There was no question In his mind ae 
to the nature of the goods. 

In cross-exam in at Ion, he said he hod 
no know ledge of the contents and could 
not swear to the delivery, ae there was 
no signature on the receipt. 

William Carnegie, a teamster, said 
he had delivered several parcels and 
remember one in September. 1917. He 
remembered the color of the Jugs and 
the one produced In court was similar.
